S R O 1837 — Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that an industrial 
dispute exists between M/s. Bikaner Gypsum Ltd., and its workmen in respect of 
the matters specified in the Schedule hereto annexed; 

And whreas the Central Government considers it desirable to refer the dispute 
for adjudication;
